AVOID WORTHLESS LITERATURE.—One 
the favorite activities present-day writers and 
lecturers sociology seems sending out 
questionnaires. Recently questionnaire addressed 
five hundred men whose names were picked from 
“Who’s Who” contained the inquiry, “What you 
regard the greatest blunder your life?” 
which one the respondents answered, “Reading 
worthless books.” 

Certainly time devoted worthless reading mat- 
ter ill spent. Life not long enough read all 
the good books. While one reads what bad, what 
worthy attention must neglected, This 
negative evil. positive evil resulting from the 
perusal noxious literature its poisonous influ- 
ence the imagination. 

The Apostle says: “Whatsoever things are true, 
whatsoever modest, whatsoever just, whatsoever 
holy, whatsoever lovely, whatsoever good fame, 
there any virtue, any praise discipline, 
think these things.” This supplies excellent 
rule for selecting one’s reading. 

What blessing would the daily news 
papers were edited the light this adjuration! 
its utter neglect must ascribed the illimitable 
space accorded the newspapers the chronicles 
vice and crime, leaving often only cramped corn- 
ers for allottment records what just and ho- 
and lovely and good fame. For this reason 
behooves the reader constantly guard 
against wasting precious moments the matter 
presented newspapers which not positively re- 
prehensible least safely negligible. 

Thus much time may gained for the perusal 
books—and selecting books let pains taken 
choose each volume with the utmost circum- 
spection. “Some books are lies from end end.” 
Many not chargeable with wholesale falsehood are 
nevertheless unworthy companions leisure hours 
susceptible being turned valuable account. 

Every moment devoted good reading repre- 
sents time well invested—an outlay repaid 
with interest later life. familiarity with good 
books the young student will obtain information and 
culture, which themselves are precious assets, 
and which help qualify their possessors for the 
performance useful parts the affairs men.

ing men and dispositions trying maintain what 
their resources cannot possibly permit them 
efficiently.”

Such superficiality produced 
method study which satisfied with hearing 
thing reading it, without really mastering it. But 
one required write certain topic, one 
must have really mastered it. Writing subject out 
will prove the student whether has been study- 
ing only dozing over his textbook.” 

went observe that attain the best re- 
sults from writing aid study, the finished 
product should receive the appraisal and criticism 
both the lector and the fellow clerics. also rec- 
ognized valuable incentive painstaking and 
excellence writing the publication the finished 
product ultimate aim. 

The pertinence the principle advanced Fr. 
Gabriel was attested the fact that his paper gave 
rise extended and appreciative discussion, several 
those present attesting the validity his conclu- 
sions citations from their own experience. 

Not all can become great authors, but all can im- 
prove writing the practice the art, and all 
can profit resort writing aid study.

The age which our days are placed abounds 
specialists. Even Dr. Nicholas Butler Colum- 
bia University will allow the specialist position 
honor American life. build school well 
not only big financial investment but calls 
for the labor planning one who has given 
much thought and reaped much experience the 
task constructing schoolhouses. The pastor 
our times realizes only too well that not 
school specialist. becomes him approach the 
construction his school feeling Bible 
“fear and trembling”.

High ceilings that 
strike the occasional visitor delightful ventilators 
have been kept from necessitating wind-taking stair- 
cases order. reach the next floor. Misplaced 
wardrobes that either violate city ordinances else 
lessen the size the blackboard front the room 
have been avoided. Dark school corridors are dis- 
appearing under the new plan, the windows are made 
bring better light, facilities for the doctor and 
nurse have been introduced. The equipment the 
modern school safely done only when the advice 
those who are afterwards teach therein had 
and followed. generally results financial saving 
well the contentment the teaching staff 
with the facilities allowed them. This policy in- 
telligent consultations proving its worth rapidly

Buildings wear with time but 
the inroads deterioration lessen with the care 
given the structure. The progressive pastor our 
experience found good caretaker his 
school. For him efficient and sufficient janitor ser- 
vice absolute requirement. The heating the 
school governed the welfare the teachers 
and the children, expense this point being 
vital moment. Each summer countless repairs are 
done and the good the building thus conserved. 
This foresight the pastor-repairer amply justi- 
fied the saving the higher expenses which come 
from any building that neglected. 

The world has least one omnipresent pest, and 
that the average salesman. has wares dis- 
pose and alert fulfill his task. have 
often thought that there must gullible public 
for such feed upon. But the prudent pastor has 
confessed that his judgment the purchase 
school supplies governed the advice his 
principal. Every year new shades are placed the 
market, novel sweeping devices are brought out, 
books with more up-to-date points are presented for 
attention. But the judicious pastor ever anxious 
put such matters into the keeping the head 
his school, content see that the parish not called 
upon spend money over and above its income. 

The care-taker pastor gives personal attention 
the toilets. some quarters there apparent 
unconscious disagreement with God for the way 
has made us. This attitude has shunted the toilet- 
welfare off into the discard. But pastors nowadays 
are proud their toilets, keeping them refined the 
smell and attractive the eye.

vehicles for obtaining school funds. The question 
depends upon neighborhoods rather than upon any 
general conditions.

THE FAIR OPHELIA. 

ARTH has its angels the heavens have. 
Fairylike, they flit about human flesh and 
yet seem quite immune all the weaknesses “that 
flesh heir to”. They are the earth but not 
earthly. Shakespeare has caught sight two 
three these privileged creatures and has given 
them permanence the world drama. The 

youngest these has called “Ophelia”. 

have diligently sought through books, picture 
galleries and elsewhere effort match the 
portrait which imagination has formed “this 
mortal-breathing countenance which 
one might “read the depth and passion her earnest 
glance.” But only one instance have suc- 
ceeded. This was figure stained-glass win- 
dow, and, strange say, was painter’s concep- 
tion angel. gave one the impression 
frail, timid creature endowed with extraordinary 
fresh and fair for this rude world 
ours.” those eyes there was look unsus- 
pecting guilelessness and withal modesty which 
seemed throw charm over the other qualities. 
could not help thinking that this was the very 
creature whom Hamlet called “the celestial and 
his soul’s idol the beautiful Ophelia” which 
Laertes styled 

sister whose worth 
Stood challenger mount all the ages 
For her perfections.” 

From the first moment our acquaintance with 
Ophelia, perceive that, quite unconsciously, 
there springs our hearts strong feeling 
sympathy for her. How often hear the throb 
“poor Ophelia” welling from the hearts her 
sympathizers—those critics who have really under- 
stood her and “plucked out the heart her mys- 
tery”. These bonds grow apace with our degree 
familiarity. Perhaps because her paradoxical 
isolation the midst magnificent but corrupted 
court with which she has nothing common, Per- 
haps her constant smile which captivates us, 
that smile which her misfortunes sadden but can 
never destroy. maybe her helplessness that 
melts with pity. her youth and innocence she 
finds herself unprepared cope with the “perilous 
circumstances” life. She has been deprived, 
doubt tender age, the guiding influence 
mother. This void neither Laertes nor Polonius can 
ever because his utter lack con- 
sonacy and Polonius because his failure under- 
stand the treasure which has been committed his 
care. Gertrude, who should have taken the place 
mother toward her, presents sad object lesson 
that certainly not imitated. 


“Such act 
That blurs the grace and blush modesty, 
Calls virtue hypocrite, takes off the rose 
From the fair forehead innocent love 
And sets blister there, makes marriage-vows 
false dicers’ oaths: such deed 
from the body contraction plucks 
The very soul, and sweet religion makes 
rhapsody words.” 


Thus she left alone solve the riddle life 
the cruel school experience. 


There are two striking characteristics brought out 
Shakespeare’s depiction Ophelia. One her 
unsuspecting trust with its complement frankness, 
the other her filial obedience. 

Everyone seems take delight giving her 
advice making use her further his designs. 
Not having found out yet “that there are tricks 
the world”, she makes herself “all all”, never 
suspecting their motives. She has secrets; she 
imagines everyone honest and honorable and 
hence keeps nothing back. cannot help but ad- 
mire the simplicity with which she relates Polo- 
nius the details her encounter with Hamlet, and 
that notwithstanding her father’s recent injunction: 

“This above all 
would not, plain terms, from this time forth, 
Have you slander any moment’s leisure, 
give words talk with the Lord Hamlet.” 

Would she not have concealed this episode were 
not for her admirable frankness? What note 
sincerity there her response Laertes: 

shall the effect this good lesson keep 
And you yourself shall keep the key it.” 

Much marvel her sincerity are even 
more impressed with her obedience. Consider the 
difficult tests which exposed. She loves 
Hamlet, her ideal true manhood. And now 
when she anxious sympathize with him his 
trying moments and soothe his heart torn with the 
“anguish deep she forbidden “to give 
words talk with the Lord Hamlet”. Her only 
response shall obey, Lord.” There are 
further representations, murmurings—her father 
has spoken. Subsequent events show how perfectly 
she obeys, and, may not also say, how much this 
obedience costs. 

matters evolve the shrewd father finds 
profitable his plans that his daughter should make 
love the prince. There resistance her 
father has asked it. Forgetful her self what 
Hamlet may think her, she sets about doing her 
father’s will 

“Like gentle soul, that maketh excuse, 
But makes its own will another’s will 

think that these few lines which have bor- 
rowed from Dante’s “Purgatorio” give faithful 
image Ophelia’s filial would have you note 
the similarity) obedience possible picture. 

her love for Hamlet, what shall say? There 
not single expression throughout the play 
which directly reveals the secret her love for the 
prince, but one would needs blind who could fail 
perceive its depth. And has she not good reason 
love him? Has not pledged his love for her, 
called her his idol and “given countenance his 
speech with almost all the holy vows heaven”? 
would see the commencement this love 
theme must back spirit time previous 
the opening scenes. then that Hamlet has 
“made tenders his affection her, importuned 
her with love honorable fashion, and she has 
“sucked the honey his music vows”. 
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With the tragic death the king all changed 
and Ophelia becomes the innocent victim. Her 
dreams are shattered. That one being whom all 
her love and hopes are centered has become “blasted 
with ecstasy”, has denied that ever loved her, 
has forsaken her and, whether willingly un- 
willingly—how she know?—has slain her 
father. The result moment she stands 
bewildered before this yawning abyss. feeling 
utter loneliness came over her. Then suddenly the 
light reason dims, flickers and goes out. She be- 
comes insane, pitifully insane, without hope 
remedy. 

Shakespeare’s treatment Ophelia’s madness 
one those flashes genius characteristic the 
great master. There nothing revolting, nothing 
gruesome. has merely removed the directing 
influence and her poor mind tossed hither and 
thither the waves caprice. one moment 
see her paroxysm grief and despair, her 
poor soul torn with anguish, weeping over her 
father’s grave; the next moment she bursts forth 
the gay ballad St. Valentine’s Day which she 
sings without any apparent sense shame. (Sir 
Arthur Quiller-Couch his book “Shakespeare’s 
refers this fact master-stroke 
know real madness and die it: as—let mark 
the master-stroke—in her babblings this clean maid, 
mind unhinged, pours forth the pretty, sad, 
simple bawdry ‘St. Valentine’s Day’”.) There 
reference Hamlet her ravings. Has she 
forgotten him? Perhaps. The shock which de- 
prived her her reason has blotted out all recent 
memoirs—she does not even recognize her brother. 
Hence her mind reverts childhood the 
fairy tales, the ballads, the rhymes and the flower 
stories nursery days. What strange insanity 
is— 

“Mad the sea and wind, when both contend 
Which the mightier,” 


and yet 
“Thought and affliction, passion, hell itself 
She turns favor and prettiness.” 

Yes, far from awakening any sense re- 
pulsion, her ravings tear our heart-strings and 
sound the deepest note sympathy. 

The last scene the life Ophelia pitiful 
peare could have conceived such suitable close 
life sweet and yet sad? her madness, 
endeavoring hang her floral garlands the 
branches willow “that grows aslant brook.... 

“An envious sliver broke, 
When down her weedy trophies and herself 
Fell the weeping brook.” 

Nor did she seem realize what had happened 
but “mermaid-like awhile she chanted snatches 
old songs” until nature, taking pity her, 

“Pulled the poor wretch from her melodious lay 
muddy death.” 

Although fully believe that the realm 
literature the opinions individuals should re- 
spected, cannot refrain from taking exception 
those writers who, effort they say get 
the truth, cruelly represent the virginal soul 
Ophelia capable motives wholly foreign her 
nature. have had access complete texts, and, 
after careful examination her own words and 
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CCORDING old French saying, the busi- 
may not equally true that the aim the per- 
fectly put question make further questioning 
unnecessary? This perfect putting question is, 
however, easy task, nor the art perfect ques- 
tioning attained any save the teacher who has 
reached least the near-perfection his calling. 

Since always wise study the science 
subject before striving acquire the art, suppose 
try find out just what questioning really is. 
The verb “to question” comes from the Latin “quae- 
rere,” seek for ask. The English dictionary 
defines the noun “question” as: (1) ‘Act asking, 
interrogation, inquiry (2) discussion, debate, objec- 
tion, dispute, doubt (3) examination, investigation. 
The definitions the noun may help later on; 
for present shall confine ourselves those 
the verb. 

question then, the teacher questions, 
seek for such knowledge the pupil may have, 
ask his view the subject under discussion. But 
the teacher’s motive not one idle curiosity she 
wants gauge the scope and the quality the 
pupil’s knowledge that she may guide him wisely 
along the lines development, and she asks his 
view that she may measure his reaction her 
efforts his behalf. 


Just here would like make few remarks 
which most readers will cavil but the truth 
which many them will probably admit, least 
after serious thought. large number who 
teach try hard teachers that during school 
hours cease, apparently, human beings. 
become mere pieces human mechanism wound 
teach one subject during the first hour, another 
subject during the second, and until the bell 
for dismissal gives the signal for take off our 
mask and once more ourselves. The worst 
that want our pupils follow our example 
and their turn mechanical devices, war- 
ranted take this subject one hour, that sub- 
ject another. Let illustrate. teacher goes 
her classroom Monday morning and finds her 
desk the schedule for the day. The morning sched- 
Arithmetic; 10:15 Recess; 10:30 Spell- 
work begins. 9:30 the teacher the midst 
explanation some point the catechism les- 
son, explanation absolutely required make the 
lesson The bell rings. She stops. “Time for 
arithmetic, children.” “But, teacher, what about 
more questions now, please. Take out 
your pads and pencils.” Our minds have been 
trained and have become inured this rapid transit 
process, but quite fair expect our pupils 
turn their attention instantly from the unfinished 
explanation some religious truth the considera- 
tion arithmetical problem? And even 
have trained them act this mechanical way, 
must not something suffer? Normal children, under 
such conditions, will either lose interest the mat- 
ter, perhaps important one, that was being ex- 


plained they will seek complete the explanation 
for themselves and thus fail attention the arith- 
metic that being taught. suppose the 
geography lesson that being given and the pupils 
are busy tracing the map some route travel. 
Again the bell rings. “History now, children; put 
away your maps.” “But almost got the 
“Wait until tomorrow. Get your history 
Would not ourselves want complete 
that route travel, reach our journey’s end, be- 
fore turning our attention something else? 


But what has this with questioning? Quite 
little, one stops consider. The skillful ques- 
tioner will gauge her time obtain results 
satisfactory herself and her pupils during each 
period. When this absolutely impossible, ques- 
tion requiring research work will keep the pupils’ 
interest until the next day; question may 
given that suggests some connection between the 
subject the period ending and that the period 
about begin. All this may sound revolutionary, 
but honestly think that there were less the 
mechanical and more the human our teaching 
would find our pupils easier teach and our 
teaching productive better results. 


the value questioning, who can doubt it? 
The gentle art has come down through the 
centuries, marked with the approval Socrates and 
many others whose names have been immortal- 
ized. But how did these immortals use the ques- 
tion? means inquiry, discussion, debate; 
objection, dispute, doubt. And always the aim 
the questioning was lead examination, investi- 
gation word, serious thought. our ques- 
tions measure this standard, are not many 
them least satisfied with answer furnished 
‘the memory rather than the understanding? 
Take the teaching catechism, for instance. 
child given book and told study it. After 
has studied the lesson assigned, the questions (those 
the book, course) are put him and an- 
swers, more less perfectly, but always the 
words the book. And according his an- 
swers agree with these words that we, wise teach- 
ers, rate his knowledge the matter studied! 
were vary the form the question occasion- 
ally, might surprised discover how little 
meaning the words the book often have even for 
the pupil average intelligence. myself have 
known pupils who, while they knew the catechism 
“from cover cover,” were unable answer out- 
side question dealing with some vital truth reli- 
gion. They had never memorized the answer. 
consider the teaching arithmetic, the tables 
weights and measures. all learned them and re- 
cited them glibly, but did have very clear idea 
what they meant, did they hold any meaning 
for Again there geography. How few 
the textbook questions require answers that tend 
increase our actual knowledge the world 
which live! for history, fear that for many 
only queer mixture dates and names, mix- 
ture which one prefers take dose rarely 
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course there are new methods teaching 
wonder how frequently they are used!) and equally 
course there are exceptional teachers who educate 
well inform. But many our schools, 
spite the vigilance principal, supervisor in- 
spector, afraid that the textbook still reigns 
supreme and that from its answers there ap- 
peal. 

One hears much these days both for and against 
the study the classics the higher grades. These 
discussions are rather amusing. the pupils 
these grades ever really study the classics? they 
not usually content themselves with memorizing 
the translations furnished convenient “pony” 
“trot”? Poor trots and ponies, they are the most 
ragged texts found among the pupils’ school books! 

Again one may ask what all this has with 
questioning, and again answer quite little one 
stops consider. And this consideration will bring 
the various types question, the raw material 
for the gentle art questioning. The type ques- 
tion will course vary according the teacher’s 
aim questioning, but under ordinary conditions 
the following types are usually found evidence. 

the teacher wishes show others how much 
her pupils know, her questions will not deal with the 
more difficult part her subject matter nor will 
they directed her backward pupils. Moreover 
these questions will tend elicit answers based 
the matter taught previously well that be- 
ing taught this blending calculated give 
the pupils confidence and make their answers 
more satisfactory. If, the contrary, the teacher 
wishes find out for herself what her pupils do, 
not know, her questions must deal with the dif- 
ficult well with the easier part the subject 
and must given frequently the backward 
pupil the one with good mental equipment. 
she wants ascertain whether not the pupils are 
paying attention, she will ask, unexpectedly, brief 
question dealing with statement just pronounced. 
question calling for the why and the wherefore, 
for the cause and the effect, may used direct 
encourage thought. Questions embodying 
statements previously made, enable the teacher 
recapitulate and thus deepen impressions already 
made her pupils. Questions type also 
serve test the pupils’ knowledge what she has 
taught them. arouse healthful curiosity, the 
teacher may ask question which the pupils are un- 
able answer the spur the moment, even 
though turns upon the subject matter the les- 
son; then, instead answering the question, the 
teacher may say: Suppose you try find out this 
for yourselves; or, shall talk about this again. 
self-sufficient conceited pupil something 
rarity. When the teacher meets with pupil 
this sort, will well give him question that 
will show him knows less than thought 
knew. 

Whatever may the type question, there are 
certain qualities which must possess. must 
clear, comprehensible, reasonable and relevant. 
the question not clear, will receive best but 
hazy answer. couched words that they 
not comprehend, will devoid meaning the 
pupils. unreasonable, calling for knowledge 
which the pupils not possess, will surely re- 
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main unanswered. irrelevant and aims 
nothing particular, will probably strike nothing. 
wise teacher varies the form question, asks 
require long answer. Long answers, know, are 
often insisted upon, especially when there writ- 
ten personally, however, think that 
the brief, pertinent answer shows far more thor- 
ough knowledge the subject than the answer 
long drawn out reach what aims only 
after many and, generally speaking, useless wander- 
ings. hardly necessary say that the question 
should never give clew the answer. Such 
question futile and tends retard rather than 
advance the pupils’ mental growth. said that 
the authorities the Sorbonne refused accept 
the famous French chemist, Sainte-Claire Deville, 
examiner because his questions really con- 
tained the required answers. The ellipsis, used 
questioning, must carefully handled. better 
adapted younger than older pupils, since filling 
the blank calls only for knowledge, while answer- 
ing direct question requires both knowledge and 
the ability express it, ability not usually found 
the very young. When this type question 
employed, there must only one way filling 
the blank and this way must not obvious. The 
question that may answered Yes fre- 
quently condemned. may used, however, 
excite curiosity secure admission denial 
the starting point discussion intended elicit 
the pupils’ knowledge given subject. The elicit- 
ing process particularly useful when the teacher 
wishes suggest train thought; this leads 
the consideration one the chief duties 
every good teacher, teaching her pupils think, 


seem have been traveling circle, for 
this consideration brings back Socrates whom 
met the beginning our journey the land 
questioning. Socrates never attempted direct 
simply questioned people either re- 
fute their errors convince them their ignor- 
ance. good example his method found the 
dialogue between him and the youth Euthyphren. 
Socrates’ questions, apparently innocent, reach the 
ragged edge the youth’s knowledge and finally 
force him seek escape flight. can scarcely 
question our pupils closely Socrates questioned 
this youth, but least our questions may 
worded require clear and exact answers, an- 
swers framed the intelligence the pupils, not 
given the memorized words the textbook. That 
too many teachers are satisfied with memorized an- 
deplored. Let quote few questions lead- 
ing memorized answers. The first these ques- 
tions deals with history: Name three ex-Presidents 
(of the United States) who died the fourth 
July. The second question deals with geography: 
Name five mountain ranges Europe. The third 
question deals with literature: What did Scott 
write? Aside from the fact that the three questions 
call for answers that may given without the exer- 
cise any intellectual power save that memory, 
the first seems absolutely futile and the third ex- 
tremely vague. fail see any historical import- 
ance the simple fact that three ex-Presidents died 
the fourth July, any way which the know- 
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ing the not knowing this fact can affect pu- 
pil’s real knowledge history. Some dates are im- 
portant, but surely would require exceptional cir- 
cumstances place the date the death 
ex-President this category. the third ques- 
tion, What did Scott write, how the pupil sup- 
posed answer it? teacher could expect the 
normal child familiar with even the names 
all Scott’s writings, yet there nothing directive 
the question, nothing aid the pupil selecting 
the works the mentioned his answer. There 
little said about the second question, Name five 
mountain ranges Europe. well course for 
the pupil know the names five mountain ranges 
Europe, but the mere knowing these names 
will hardly increase his knowledge the geography 
Europe any great extent. 


connection with memory work, would like 
quote from book called “Teaching Think,” 
(Julius Boraas; The Macmillan Company), few 
sentences remembered. “Years ago, when 
books were scarce and libraries few, mastery any 
subject was achieved memorizing the facts in- 
cluded that subject. Now the situation entirely 
different. Encyclopedias, digests, and handbooks 
are common tools. Mastery subject means gen- 
eral knowledge the field and ability find exact 
information quickly when wanted. other 
words, means ability use information rather 
than memorize.” have desire undervalue 
memory, however, nor wish discountenance 
its cultivation; only advocate its being used 
double rather than single harness. 

the book that have just quoted, “Teaching 
Think,” the author states that analysis teach- 
ers’ state examination questions, given certain 
state during period seven years, showed that 
only twenty-five per cent the questions were 
thought questions while seventy-five per cent were 
the memory type. also quotes from two edu- 
cational reports. have recently analyzed five 
hundred questions asked teachers their first 
year high school experience. These questions 
have taken random from much larger number 
that have observed and recorded. Out this 
total number, have found about five per cent that 
could considered genuine thought questions. Over 
one-quarter required more definite answer than 
yes no. Over three-quarters were purely infor- 
mational quiz questions. About twenty per cent 
were suggestive their phrasing that they were 
questions form only.” (Colvin. “The Most Com- 
mon Faults Beginning High School Teachers.” 
School and Society.) another report, “An Intro- 
duction High School Teaching,” Mr. Colvin states 
that “out ninety-five questions asked class 
period which the topic considered was the devel- 
opment spirit national unity Greece, nine- 
ty-two were fact questions.” also says this 
report that “during one hundred and eight minutes 
given the study Julius Caesar found that 
three hundred and seventy-six fact questions were 
asked.” 


the great duty the teacher teach pupils 
think, the teachers who framed the questions cited 
certainly went wide the mark. Thinking, 
unable invent, must least adapt vary, not 
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simply repeat what has learned. There are many 
kinds slavery but the teacher has especially 
her guard against becoming slave tradition, 
rules, textbooks, and details. Traditions have dig- 
nity their own and they are often valuable assets. 
Until one finds better new way, always the 
part wisdom deem the old way best; but when 
one discovers the better new way, why let tradition 
impede progress? Slavery rules times con- 
venient. citing rule one frequently avoids di- 
rect personal reaction unpleasant situation. 
Unfortunately, however, such citing attempt 
settle questions the present rules the past, 
without noting that the real issue caused not 
much the nature the question the 
changed conditions the times. Textbook slavery 
one the most deplorable forms bondage into 
which teacher can fall. leads her inform 
rather than educate her pupils; makes her idea 
scholarship the ability repeat what has been found 
books; weakens the mentality those whom 
she teaches, causing them satisfied with 
second-hand information and accept “read up” 
solution given problem instead thinking 
out for themselves. Slavery details hard 
both teacher and pupil. Occasionally results 
nervous prostration. The teacher manacled de- 
tails must have everything done certain way— 
her way—and specified time. Many things she 
fancies one can her way but herself and 
hence she overburdens herself with unimportant 
tasks that could perfectly well performed the 
students and that would give them training 
which this fussy teacher depriving them. But the 
evil does not end here. Not content with doing too 
much herself, she gives the pupils impossible assignments 
and thus tends make them nervous herself. 
Whether the teacher’s slavery tradition, rules, text- 
books, details, evident that will militate against 
the independent thought, the initiative, and the creative- 
ness the part the pupil, that make for leadership 
and mental But how can the teacher good 
will develop independent thought, initiative, and creative- 
ness the part her Perhaps better way 
than allowing them ask questions and then evaluate 
the questions they have asked. possible that some 
their questions will foolish, but even foolish questions 
are preferable questions all. The great idea 
convince the pupils that the teacher not slave herself 
and that she wishes give them all possible freedom. 
There are different ways evaluating questions. Among 
the easiest put into practice are the following. The ques- 
tion greatest value usually the one asked the 
greatest number pupils; hence our first step towards 
evaluating should find out how many pupils have ac- 
tually asked given question. question more less 
valuable according the importance the answer re- 
quires; therefore our second step evaluating com- 
pare the answers given question; the relative importance 
the answers will denote the relative importance the 
questions. 

Let away then with the traditionary belief, Chil- 
dren are school answer not ask questions; with 
the old rule, strict silence observed during class 
hours; with the idea, Textbooks furnish sufficient num- 
ber questions; with the conviction, Details are never 
omitted. Let human teachers, sympathy with 
our pupils, willing answer their questions are 
anxious have them answer ours. Let remember that 
are educating them, that drawing them out, develop- 
ing them, leading them into the paths the knowledge 
that fit them for life. Nay, are doing more than 
this; are forming God’s sons and daughters, the breth- 
ren Jesus, the children Mary. And the end life 
shall have answer the great question put the 
Master Teacher, How have you accomplished the task 
that gave you for Me?

the considerations given various problems 
the Catholic Educational Convention recently 
held Pittsburgh one heard constant echoes the 
futility attempting train pupils who looked 
upon the years spent school time drudg- 
ery, and the end school life time happy 
emancipation when books would put aside never 
opened again. With spendid educational 
program view, this not encouraging note 
our Catholic system, and should, perforce, seek 
remedy. survey the field would indicate 
that other educators than ourselves have faced the 
problem and seek the solution the adoption 
the Individual Method Instruction. 


This really not new method, but rather 
revival very old method. Indeed, chronoligi- 
cally, class instruction was the innovation. Econom- 
conditions, which contributed expand the 
towns into gigantic manufacturing centers, brought 
together great masses people. The individual 
lost his identity the vortex trade, and the at- 
tendant unhappy conditions were speedily reflected 
the schools. The fifty, sixty, seventy chil- 
dren assigned one teacher were necessity 
considered “en masse”.

Meanwhile the teacher writhed vain ef- 
fort “keep her class together”. This marshalling 
minds was considered one the achievements 
democracy, though was about rational and 
practical Frederick I’s idea that military 
prowess was always characteristic soldiers six 
feet would have been, Frederick’s 
eyes, quite unqualified. Equal opportunity does not 
result equal achievement mental development 
any more than financial returns. long the 
world exists some will motor “Pierce Arrow” 
while others will spin some, per- 
chance, will ever afoot, and that varied strides 
and paces. 

The Individual Method rests sound funda- 
mental principles. Everything nature individu- 
al. two leaves the same tree are precisely 
alike. Grass, the commonest our verdure growth, 
shows 1400 varieties under cultivation the United 
States. Since the Creator’s personal touch was 
needed for the vivifying principle each human 
being, surely teachers are the safe way when 
they follow Our Blessed Lord, the Divine Educa- 
tor, Who, leaving the ninety-nine sheep, followed 
the one which was lost; and Who made the final 
consummation the cross for each one individu- 
ally. the strong reaction against the stultify- 
ing aspects class education which has made the 
Individual Method emerge new light from its 


place under the tutor the family circle, the 
small, ungraded school. And thus coming forth, 
has, time when education has ventured 
into the ways science, being rapidly organ- 
ized and 


One the most widely known under 
the Individual Method the Dalton. This origin- 
ated was developed Miss Helen Parkhurst, 
who presented her experiment the world from 
Dalton, Massachusetts, 1920. True the say- 
ing. “No man”—or woman prophet 
his own country” the plan was enthusiastically 
adopted over thousand schools England, 
while men America were wondering “Dalton” 
were English Head Master English Sec- 
ondary School, etc. the present time over fifteen 
hundred English Schools have adopted the plan, 
and about two hundred America have followed 
the movement. The Dalton Plan differs from the 
pure Individual Method that does not require 
special textbooks. The curriculum drawn 
suit the aim the school meet local needs. 
The pupil knows the beginning the year the 
goal attain each subject the end the 
term. Each year’s work “contract”. Supposing 
the matter under consideration was that usually 
done high school where the traditional four units 
are required each year, the history contract would 
divided into nine ten “assignments” the 
case may be, each representing month’s work. 
The requirements the remaining units would 
equally divided. the ideal Dalton arrangement 
the pupils assemble large room, laboratory. 
There time-table. The pupil begins the morn- 
ing with the subject his choice. may continue 
that subject long pleases along the line 
his assignment. may finish his month’s assign- 
ment one subject once, may continue 
until meets difficulty for the solution which 
needs the help the teacher. The teachers 
specialize their one two subjects, and each 
presides subject-room—a Mathematics Room, 
History Room, etc. When pupil meets diffi- 
culty cannot surmount leaves the assembly 
room and goes the teacher. Contrariwise, when 
teacher finds the assignment work passed 
the pupil unsatisfactory, she lists the pupil’s name 
the bulletin board for conference. Lest this 
freedom from set program and from bells should 
induce pupil give the major part his time 
subjects for which has attraction the de- 
triment those which displays weakness, 
the achievements each subject checked 
the end the month, the end the week, 
the teacher desires, and subject the 
second assignment may attempted until each 
subject has had its due attention the first. The 
bright pupil thus has ample opportunity make 
such progress will stimulate him enjoy work; 
while under the class system has nothing 
but wait for the laggards, and either become lag- 
gard himself get into peck trouble” 
outlet for his mental activity. The pupil who has 
lost through absence not hopelessly discouraged 
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can take the thread his studies where 
left off. 


The first great impetus individual training 
workable principle, however, was given our 
time Dr. Maria Montessori. The winds con- 
troversy have swept about the name this great 
teacher, and saintly and discriminating critics have 
been the storm, pro and con. All which proves 
beyond doubt that great idea has found ex- 
pression the field education. Like all great 
movements, the Montessori method has been most 
widely advertised the half-truths circulated 
the fallacies which readily take root the minds 
those who only “read they One often 
hears, for instance, that Montessori school 
child does pleases. This statement sub- 
ject limitations. Madam Montessori recognizes 
all do, that the repression which drives back 
impulse wrong-doing may re-appear with 
greater force when the fear punishment, which 
motivated the repression, withdrawn, and em- 
phasizes the fact that only the child, his own 
volition can change the trend his desires. 
the chief function the teacher help the child 
choose what best for himself, and direct him 
see voluntarily, and without dread the cor- 
recting rod, that has right pleases 
until what pleases does way disturb the 
social order. This recalls the holy epigram St. 
Augustine, “Love God and you please.” 

know that child learns effectively only 
when interested. Broad surveys and learned 
analyses have been made the words which chil- 
dren first grade might expected compre- 
hend. The writer stood one day beside four-year- 
old boy the school steps line automobiles 
passed by, and, with the amazement the unin- 
itiated, listened the little fellow pointed out 
“Cadillac”, “Buick”, “Studebaker” car, and ex- 
plained the points which differentiated them. The 
words “Cadillac” “Studebaker” presented dif- 
ficulty him because was interested, and had 
probably learned his lesson from his father 
normal way and under normal conditions. Dr. Mon- 
tessori applies this method learning her sys- 
tem and has demonstrated that, given suitable 
school environment where the attention can fixed 
under free conditions, teacher with proper under- 
standing, with assignments properly graded, and 
with difficulties presented one time, the child 
really wants work. Work,—for all the ceaseless 
activity childhood joy. Ina 
school which such ideal environment has been 
provided, little girl six said with the deepest 
satisfaction, when the dismissal hour came, “Sister, 
did hard day’s work today.” normal, mis- 
chievous boy the same school stole from recess 
one day advance his work said. 


For the purpose expressing concrete form 
the steps the method sense-training and men- 
tal development, Madam Montessori has devised at- 
tractive apparatus arranged series graded 
difficulty answer the need self-instruction. 
Here might said that the matter appar- 
atus obvious that the field education has 
been bewilderingly commercialized, inasmuch 
persons with more ingenuity than pedagogical ex- 
perience have flooded the market with devices for 
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making every subject easy. this there lies real 
danger. The multiplication devices does not nec- 
essarily clarify thought. more often obscures 
it. Children become bewildered, merely inter- 
ested for time, without really progressing. de- 
vice value must lead directly another 
point the development process thought. 
The advantage which the Montessori apparatus 
possesses, that the outcome deep study 
and wide experiment. The sense-training apparatus 
being designed for children two and half 
three years age, not well adapted for use 
America where the child begins school the age 
six. The work arithmetic carefully arranged 
that the child beginning the first grade practically 
teaches himself the following steps: 


The Geometric Insets for introducing the child 

geometric forms. 

The Long Stair Numerical Rods which 
the child learns the combinations from one 
twenty. corresponding bead stair, consisting 
ten gold, nine dark blue beads, etc., strung 
wire which the child not only acquires 
the number sense, but able make his 
own addition and subtraction tables. 

The Sand Paper Numbers for teaching the 
child write numbers. 

The Counting Boxes enable him associate 
quantities nine, with written symbols. 

The Bead Chains composed ten, one hun- 
dred, and one thousand beads respectively, for 
the learning notation. This leads the 
number cards for counting and recognizing the 
numbers thousands. 

Bead Frames four wires which are strung 
ten unit beads blue, ten gold beads for ten, 
and ten pink beads for hundred. With the 
help this frame the child works his addition, 
subtraction and multiplication problems. 

Cardboard Trays means which children 
build the multiplication tables. 

Bead Squares and Cubes for teaching the 
squares and cubes numbers from one ten. 

The Long Division Apparatus. 

Owing the almost prohibitive cost the Mon- 
tessori apparatus leaders like Miss Jessie Mackinder, 
have originated concrete steps, which take the 
place the more expensive material, yet keep 
the spirit Dr. Montessori. have the Cruik- 
shank series for teaching reading and writing; and 
also for number work, which based the Til- 
lich’s Bricks. Whatever the devices used, the 
secret success lies the grading material into 
steps and the careful keeping record each 
child’s progress. 

the United States wide experimentation has 
been made the Individual Method during the last 
four years. the University California, Pro- 
fessor Burk has achieved notable success. Carleton 
Washburne Winnetka has been enthusiastic 
exponent the method and has made important 
contributions the constructive program which 
can operated. declares that Winnetka 
“No pupil ever fails, and pupil ever repeats 
grade.” 

Cincinnati, the Sisters Notre Dame have ini- 
tiated experiment this method their “Alpha 
House”, the elementary department the “Sum- 
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mit Academy”. was first intended begin the 
work the first and second grades, and advance 
year year until all were adjusted the new con- 
ditions. Work became joy the children who 
were given normal freedom choice, and the class- 
room speedily became place happy and delight- 
ful activity. When the Directress the school 
contrasted these children intent their work 
and oblivious everything save the occupation 
the moment, with those still under the class 
method, she with the whole-hearted co-operation 
the entire teaching staff, made the bold attempt 
once including the first six grades the experi- 
ment. the first three grades the time-table has 
been abolished. Children the first grade after 
being orally introduced number and phonics were 
allowed advance rapidly they were able 
through the different stages number and reading. 
Each child prepares lesson reading for the 
teacher. When her number and language work have 
been completed she shows them for approval. 
the work perfect the pupil permitted take the 
next step. The results have been most gratifying. 
Some children the first grade have this year read 
seven books; others have read only one. The aver- 
age second grade child has read forty books. Some 
children the first grade have mastered the forty- 
five combinations addition and substraction, and 
are able add three four figured while 
others again the end the term are just begin- 
ning grasp the number significance. There re- 
markable air self-reliance and happy, purposeful 
activity about these little people who arrange their 
own time-table and who more than the ordinary 
assignment numbers, reading and writing during 
the morning, order draw, color geo- 
graphy book the afternoon. 

Owing the inadaptability the American text- 
books Individual Work and the inexperience 
the children who had been, this time, under 
the class method, this year has been one experi- 
ment order bridge the gaps between the two 
systems. the three upper grades—fourth, fifth, 
and time-table was adhered to, but 
weekly assignments were given, after the Dalton 
Plan, and each child worked her own pace. The 
teachers are unanimous their praise the experi- 
ment, while the children “just love it”. The whole 
attitude the latter towards school and lessons has 
changed. They club together the afternoon 
work One little girl naively remarked, 
love come school now, there’s much 
do. are busy all the time.” Their work 
living task them. They speak finishing as- 
signment the fashion man affairs execut- 
ing task importance. The brighter children 
have not been held back for the slower ones and 
consequently have proceeded into the work other 
“units”. For instance, some children the fourth 
grade have taught themselves fractions 
mals, while the slower ones are still working the 
fundamentals. Nervous, delicate children have not 
been over-stimulated, and have mastered the work 
presented slowly but more thoroughly than under 
the class systems. spite the fact that individ- 
ual defects appear numerous, because more evi- 
dent, the teacher derives great satisfaction from the 
assurance that she knows just what point back- 
ward child needs help. 
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step the experiment was taken unless there 
was reasonable amount certainty that would 
without loss the children, hence the difficulty 
presenting comprehensive exposition, terms 
the schools. brief, what has been done might 
described more fully individualized proce- 
dure than that which obtains under the Dalton 
Plan. choosing those subjects which lend them- 
selves most readily individualization, such 
arithmetic, spelling, reading and writing, the path 
was kept clear. After the year’s experience the 
teachers hope re-organize the plan has 
shaped itself them during the course the past 
months. would seem best divide the course 
the elementary classes into given number 
“units” which would have completed before 
the end the sixth grade. This will call for self- 
explanatory, self-corrective practice and test ma- 
terials. The work language, composition, geo- 
graphy, and history can also reduced the indi- 
vidual basis. these studies, and far greater 
extent religion, there must always remain much 
value that can had only group contracts. 
Accordingly, group activities must still form part 
the procedure these subjects—the social value 
which cannot afford miss. 

This leads the question how far this method 
individual training applicable our parish 
schools? applicable anywhere when the num- 
bers assigned teacher are reasonable. the 
Alpha experiment mentioned above, teacher had 
more than twenty-nine children. the Winnetka 
Schools, Mr. Washburne assigns thirty children 
teacher believes effective teaching can 
done any method with over forty pupils class. 
Miss Jessie Mackinder has managed the first 
stages learning with fifty, but one sees the im- 
possibility keeping the accurate records nec- 
essary for progress when the numbers are too large. 
However, much can done for the improvement 
the children even when conditions are unfavorable, 
the teachers acquaint themselves with the prin- 
ciples underlying the method, and acquire the spirit 
which animates its practice. The first thing 
attained the steady co-operation the teaching 
above all must steady, for the enthusiasm 
which waxes warm the first inception move- 
ment and loses heart when the inevitable difficulties 
present themselves does more harm cause than 
actual opposition. Inevitable difficulties there will 
be, for after all has been done that interest and 
hope, and prayer can accomplish, the millennium 
will not yet have arrived. But coming out the 
hard, dry rusts class-teaching into closer touch 
with the child the teacher realizes more fully her 
privilege helping these children not moulding 
and repression from without, but encouraging 
growth and development from within. From this 
point view the Individual Method decided 
step forward.

one great power the teacher depends up- 

her ability command and hold the atten- 
tion her pupils, and upon this power depends her 
success teacher youth. All not possess 
this power, and just true teachers 
preachers. This power something which 
yields enthusiasm; vital something which 
neither learning nor piety can supply. That power 
generated from the heart’s desire train the 
mind the child the proper channel; direct 
its activity when free from tasks learning and re- 
citing lessons. 

Truly, the teacher should wedded her pro- 
her especial endeavor being shorten the 
wearisome and unprofitable hours spent over the 
various problems school work. this 
imperative that the teacher teach the children how 
study. There should METHOD which even 
the very young mind may made able grasp the 
thought, and the business the teacher teach 
this METHOD, and cultivate the mind the 
pupils the power CONCENTRATION. 

The teacher explaining problem, giving 
lesson Language, finds that John counting the 
marbles his pocket; James tying his shoe 
strings; Mary arranging Catherine’s hair; Jane 
asking where the lesson is, etc., etc. Attention 
wanting. The power concentrate lacking, 
therefore instruction can imparted. 


the teacher can afford have fifteen minute 
period every morning which she will undertake 
arouse and strengthen the mental faculties vari- 
ous exercises, all which will interest, and 
such interest that the public opinion the school 
will enlisted, and THAT for the purpose 
concentrating the mind such way arouse 
and strengthen the mental faculties, and thereby 
sharpen the instruments which the pupil can 
acquire knowledge the various subjects the 
day’s work. 

The teacher who follows the plan mind train- 
ing, who will not begrudge fifteen minutes the 
first hour some exercises, pleasant and interesting, 
order habituate the children concentrate 
their thoughts the subject under consideration, 
will find that much labor saved these children 
owing the fact that their faculties become keen, 
and they will proceed the task preparation with 
more alertness, and with power concentration 
that will enable them seize quickly the conditions 
the problems with clear understanding, and 
means well-trained memory solve difficult- 
ies; for the results concentration are, first, re- 
tentive memory; secondly, the strengthening the 
reasoning faculties. 

necessary point note here, that the teach- 
must use judgment selecting material for the 
use exercises given for the training the mind 
the child. other words, the means which 
the power concentration may developed. This, 
course, should have reference the age and ex- 
perience the children, and should come within the 
range their understanding. The earlier this pro- 
cess begun the school life the child, the more 


may hope for the child advances his edu- 
cation. important that the teacher the pri- 
mary grades, lay stress this all important subject, 
that she ever keep mind the necessity constant 
attention the part the pupil, and that her 
tactful and kindly ways she may lead these young 
minds, even their tender age, over smooth path 
the home CONCENTRATION. Even though 
these children are just starting out, much can 
done facilitate the acquisition learning for them 
they continue travel the mansion the 
DIPLOMA. Here the primary grades would 
suggest that the teacher read story; let short 
begin with, then lengthen them the children 
are cultivating the power concentration. All will 
eager put their own words the story just 
read. Too, the teacher will find that the interpreta- 
tions will varied. The children will grow excited, 
and their enthusiasm and desire tell what they 
think meant should encouraged; for not 
right stop the flow language dim the glow 
the imagination this stage the learning process. 


Another suggestion, let the teacher pronounce the 
words: cat, dog, rat, fat, bat—and, but once; then let 
the children repeat them the order which they 
were given; again give out numbers, such 11, 
....5, 23, 400. Use any set numbers, being 
careful begin with easy numbers, and only few 
for the first exercise, gradually training the mind 
retentive and strong. the words should too 
hard and too many, the children will get discouraged, 
and with the numbers. Then, increase the diffi- 
culty the exercises the power concentration 
grows. Let the children anxious for these exer- 
cises, and make sort play work for them, 
that without their perceiving it, the work concen- 
tration being developed. These little ones will 
give their entire mind the work, each endeavoring 
come out first. The children may allowed 
give them out orally, write them the board. 
The dictation should not too rapid, nor yet too 
slow, but the ordinary speaking voice, uttered 
distinctly, and given but once. There should 
repetition. 

Another suggestion here that the teacher should 
not speak loud voice. Loudness not what 
want the school room, but clear enunciation. 
Slowly, distinctly, quietly. this plan adopted, 
order bound reign. 

For exercises the power concentration for 
maturer minds, would offer variety sugges- 
tions: Read selections from the best English authors. 
Have them reproduced the board the pupils’ 
own language, given orally, and verbatim, short. 
Where students are studying languages, French, 
German, Latin, several words vocabulary may 
read, and read but once, and the translation 
given then have the pupils write them the board 
give them orally. Again, from book that has 
been read studied, the titles the chapters might 
read for exercise concentration. Another 
valuable suggestion give out list important 
dates, write them the board, for example: 100- 
etc. These should 
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dates History Literature, the content matter 
which has been discussed class. the students 
recognize familiar date the group, they may 
write sentence the board bringing that 
particular date, such as; Julius Caesar was born 100 
The year 476 marked the downfall the 
Roman Empire. Dante, the great Italian poet, died 
1321. Rome was founded 751. The students 
should allowed write many statements 
they wish concerning each date. For instance the 
year 1483, might speak three important hap- 
penings: The great Master Artist, Raphael, was 
born the year 1483. 1483 marks the birth 
Martin Luther. The death the little princes 
the tower occurred 1483. Likewise for the date 
1492 Castile and Aragon were united 1492. 1492 
marked the expulsion the Moors. America was 
discovered 1492. 


Some may think this memory test, but let 
remember that retentive memory, together with 
the strengthening the reasoning powers, are the 
results concentration. 

While are considering Mind Training very 
important factor the education the child, 
must remember that only means end, and 
far from constituting the entire work the 
schoolroom. simply gives the child power con- 
centrate, and thereby facilitates the acquisition 
learning, just our aim acquire love for God, 
use means for that acquisition, namely prayer. 
Fifteen minutes mind training the first hour 
the morning long this exercise should 
continued. Just the professional man, any indi- 
vidual sedentary habits, takes few minutes 
exercise each morning, the student requires for 
his mind training, short period exercise. But 
what would you think the professional man who 
would spend hours striding o’er country road, 
beating the air with dumb-bells! The same thought 
might given the teacher who would spend hours 
exercises for mind training. 


The power concentrate, which the result 
mind training, shortens the long study hours and 
relieves the tax both mind and body, allowing 
the student pursue his work with broader compre- 
hension and greater enjoyment. new revelation 
for the teacher that the dull, slow moving minds 
will suddenly aroused activity, activity 
which will delightful experience for both the 
teacher and the backward students. These stu- 
dents will realize that they actually possess the pow- 
recall events History, Literature, etc. They 
will also have degree power eliminate from 
the mind all foreign thoughts while focusing their 
minds certain topic. 

Again let remind the teacher that the power 
concentration sought, not make mere memo- 
rizers, but give the pupils power recall what 
they have learned from the great realm knowl- 
edge; and for the acquisition well-disciplined 
and self-controlled mind. 

true that the process educating the facul- 
ties adds the teacher’s labor, but also true 
that the joy and satisfaction experienced the 
teacher, when she sees the pupils inspired with 
desire for knowledge, will fully compensate for the 
extra labor. The teacher who puts her heart well 
her brain into her work will experience joy that 
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can never come her who merely “hears lessons.” 

was the wise philosopher and great school-mas- 
ter, Plato, who said: would rather have desire 
for knowledge, than the gift knowledge.” 

The worth-while teacher loves her work, even be- 
comes enthusiast her profession, and absorbs 
her whole mind and soul and spirit one grand 
effort attain the highest possibilities the chil- 
dren whose lives she shaping. means at- 
tain end, she will use the best method available; 
she will forget about books, and she will study na- 
ture and nature’s productions. Upon her own per- 
sonal power must she depend for the sustaining 
the activities awakened the early morning mind- 
training exercise, exercise which will hold her 
class gasping interest throughout the day. The 
joy such response can never come the artificial 
teacher who goes through the process “hearing 
and wearing the labor the 
artificial teacher. Think the thousands and thou- 
sands school children who are spending their 
young lives the monotonous drudgery learning 
rules, committing topics history, selections from 
literature, demonstrating theorems order “re- 
cite,” and then forget! Forget, because they have 
not learned study! there any relation the 
way they are being educated what stern actuali- 
ties will demand them their future lives? 

When the educators the country are sufficiently 
educated, and have definite authority decide that 
all schools shall training schools; and when the 
board examiners shall ask for demonstration 
METHOD from the candidate for the teaching of- 
fice, rather than answers the all-important ques- 
tions: “How much you know?” “Of what col- 
lege are you graduate?” degrees you 
Then, and only then, may expect the 
youth the country better prepared for the 
honest work the world has offer them. the 


training schools the standard scholarship will 


raised, owing the concentration attention, the 
strengthening the memory, and the sharpening 
the reasoning faculties. 

conclusion let offer suggestion: the 
present day when there are many new spheres 
open women’s hands, can not afford weed 
out the teaching garden, leaving therein only those 
whose minds and hearts have been thoroughly 
trained for this labor love among our little ones 
and our youth, all whom shall taught those 
who have wedded the teaching profession, the holi- 
est all, because enlisting its army the precious 
jewels our world sin.

Japanese Journey 
PEOPLE. 

Japanese people are the yellow Mongolian race. 
They look like the Chinese except that their hair and eyes 
are darker. They are more intelligent than the Chinese 
but very crafty and cunning their ways and methods. 
They can never depended upon because they not 
always keep their word. Japan called the land chrys- 
anthemum and cherry blossom. The magnolia and the 
camellia grow wild upon its green hills. 

The best way know these people visit their 
homes. They are extremely polite. Obedience and cour- 
tesy are demanded from all. The father the head 
the family and all obey him. The children address their 
father, honorable father, and their mother, 
august mother, and when they speak their parents, 
are spoken to, them, they bow down until their little 
foreheads touch the The Japanese mother carries 
her baby tied her back and little girls carry their dolls 
the same manner. 

FOOD. 

The principal food the Japanese rice. The first 
course sweet cake and candy with sake, drink made 
from fermented rice. Next comes soup beans, and with 
raw fish cut slices and served with queer sauce made 
from the soy bean and mixed with vinegar and salt and 
fermented wheat. Then they eat salads and pickles. Aft- 
erwards stewed eels and then green pears hard 
stones. The meal closes with rice and tea. The Japanese 
not use knives and forks. They eat with chopsticks. 
They eat three meals day just do. They not 
eat much meat, except fowl, and they very seldom have 
butter and cheese. Rice takes the same place with them 
bread takes with us. Tea grows Japan. 
CLOTHING. 

Japanese women wear three four straight kimono- 
like garments one over the other, made cotton beau- 
tiful crepe costly silk. the open folds the loose 
sleeves the different color the garments may seen. 
obi, wide sash, the most important part the 
Japanese woman’s dress. Some are richly embroidered 
silk very costly ones are made cloth gold. The 
Japanese wife mother never wears bright colors 
adorns her hair. The young girls wear bright flowers 
their hair and lovely bright colored kimonos. 

The Japanese men wear loose trousers and straight 
rather short kimonos belted the waists and wide 
conical shaped straw hats made rice straw. They 
wear shoes straw wood. They not like our 
American shoes because they not like the smell 
leather. Besides their shoes wear out quickly and Jap- 
anese shoes cost only about ten cents. Many the city 
people dress do. may see men dressed 
gowns, with American hats their heads and shoes 
their feet and little Japanese ladies dresses imported 
from New York Paris. 

SHELTER. 

Japanese houses are usually one story high, with 
slate thatched roofs. They are built with permanent 
walls only one two sides. that the house may 
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entirely open the gardens, thin walls movable 
partitions are built slide grooves and divide the 
space into rooms close the house. Many beautiful 
screens are used divide the house into rooms. The 
windows are not made glass but white rice paper. 
Matting straw and grass used for mats the floors. 
The Japanese never use chairs beds. They just sleep 
and sit the floor. They eat from low individual tables 
while squatted the floor. you know how the 
Japanese sit? They cross their feet and then let them 
slip quietly under them and then they sit back their 
heels and find very comfortable indeed. The Japanese 
home has very little furniture, very few pictures, bric- 
a-brac and only carefully selected They 
keep all their extra mats, vases, pictures, decoration 
small house outside which called Suppose 
Spring—the one picture the home will Spring 
scene. The vase will hold Spring flowers. All the dec- 
orations will typical Spring. 

The pillows, and their clothes are kept one 
cupboard chests drawers. 

There are stoves the houses, and there cellar 
basement which furnace could hidden away. 
The houses are heated little brass-lined boxes filled 
with ashes, the center which piece charcoal 
burning. They not give much heat, and winter 
comes on, the people keep warm putting more 
padded kimonos that they grow fatter and fatter the 
days grow colder and colder. They cook little clay 
ovens and they boil and fry food over the charcoal. 

shoes are worn the houses. would more 
polite keep your hat Japan than keep your 
shoes. The Japanese have sheets their beds. They 
sleep three four quilts using the top one for cover. 
The pillows are blocks wood with roll soft paper 
top. 

DEFENSE. 

The Empire Japan shaped like snake. One island 
the head, the largest the body, and the tail dips into 
the ocean. Japan because its location the Pacific 
ocean, like the position Great Britain the Atlantic 
ocean, called the Great Britain Asia.

THE NATIONAL WEEK SONG 


February 

One the developments our national life has been 
the setting aside leaders social work certain short 
periods the year for national consideration problems 
great importance. The idea which animates these and 
many similar movements that, with the multiplicity 
demands upon us, necessary focus the attention 
the nation from time time upon certain aspects life 
which although approved general way all our 
people, are too often given but scant attention. The 
schools are the best position give this particular 
help, engineer this National Week Song. And prob- 
ably time the year well adapted for this pur- 
pose the week which Washington’s birthday occurs. 
All the schools will, matter course, have patriotic 
celebration that time which will include the singing 
certain All that necessary then, extend 
the idea this single day’s celebration include 
the entire week. course difficult make any plan 
which will applicable all the conditions our vast 
country. may, however, helpful outline one 
scheme with the undestanding that each community, and 
fact each school teacher will have make her own 
adaptations. This plan contemplates daily general song 
period each school, together with least one meeting 
which shall for adults and children together. These 
programs should short, ranging from half hour the 
schools with the younger children, hour and half 
for the meeting with adults. Four (with optional fifth) 
programs are suggested for the schools. Those for the 
schools each contain four songs dealing with 

(a) The Patriotic Songs our own country. 

(b) The Folk Songs our own country. 

(c) The National Songs some those foreign coun- 
tries from which have received large propor- 
tion our population. 

(d) And possibly Folk Songs from foreign countries 
which have adopted that they are part 
our own life. 

The material, however, which presented these vari- 
ous songs must never allowed take much time 
that the main purpuose the celebration, namely, the 
hearty singing everybody, shall obscured. Rather 
this litrary material should come form pause be- 
tween the songs that there will greater zest the 
singing. 

Start teaching these songs once. The children the 
lower grades will not able learn all them, and 
may that the children, say the fifth sixth 
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will have omit few, but most the children should 
practically all these songs from memory. Where 
this too large task, arrange have certain the 
songs sung all the children and adults, and distribute 
the remainder special classes groups. Even these 
songs, the entire audience should join the chorus. 

This procedure suggests socalled antiphonal singing, 
which device dividing portions the songs 
among parts singing groups, thus adding greatly the 
interest. Many different arrangements can worked 
out, such parts the room, various grades, men and 
women, etc. For instance, “Old Folks Home,” let 
the ladies sing “Way down upon the Swanee River,” and 
the men answer with “Far, far Away;” then have the girls 
sing “That’s where heart turning ever;” and the boys 
reply “That’s where the old folks stay.” Contrast this 
work types voices, ages, the number voices (solo 
against group), sections the room (have one group 
far distant corner echoed nearby group), etc.

There they will find the 
Six Elements Art Power that the greatest art 
productions should manifest. The six elements are 
follows: 

First: Subject, which socially the most bene- 
ficent, interest the greatest number people, 
and the noblest Conception. 

Second: which the Expression—on the faces 
the figures, the details and the work 
whole—expresses profoundly that which the work 
supposed express. 

Third which the Composition the most sub- 
lime. 

Fourth: which the Drawing all forms the 
most true and effective rendering Life, above all 
—ideal Life. 

Fifth: which the color the most varied and 
rich. 

Sixth: which the surface Technique the 
most vigorous, appropriate, and unoffensively indi- 
vidual; the whole work such Quality and 
co-ordinated insure Style once Personal 
yet Universal, which Subject Expressed 
with the greatest Completeness and Harmony, 
stir the highest emotions the largest number 
cultural people for the longest period time.

Circling around 
God, are the angels; below them the saints; lower still, 
and separated from Heaven great space, are the ter- 
restial groups surrounding the Blessed Sacrament. The 
interest all the central figure shown posture 
gesture. The angels seem sweeping down to- 
wards earth. The Blessed Virgin the right her Di- 
vine Son, looks lovingly and adoringly Him. The 
apostles and other saints are evidently conversing about 
the scene earth. Saint Stephen pointing towards 
it; and St. John the Baptist has one arm stretched to- 
wards Our Lord while looks towards the crowd be- 
low. One might suppose was saying the Doc- 
tors: “Yes, Jesus Christ, the Lamb God, really pres- 
ent the Blessed Sacrament.” The pose and gestures 
the historic personages the terrestrial plane prove 
that they also are discussing the Blessed Sacrament. No- 
tice particularly St. Bernard, Lanfranc, Duns Scotus, and 
Savonarola. Note, too, the little angels bringing the 
theologians the books inspired the Holy Ghost. 
have found natural sequence scenes and proper 
connection related parts; theerfore decide that the 
picture has Coherence. 

The law Emphasis demands that important ideas 
placed where they will arrest the attention; and that 
proportion and balance well observed. literary com- 
position the beginning and the end are important places; 


pictorial composition the main figure generally 
placed near the center the scene; sometimes ele- 
vated, Raphael’s “Transfiguration” and Titian’s

The figures themselves are balanced; for example, 
St. Peter St. Paul; St. Stephen St. Lawrence; St. 
George Judas Maccabeus; St. Bernard Duns Scotus; 
Berengarius Bramante. “La affords many 
other illustrations parallelism which requires that prin- 
cipal elements arranged the same order. Notice 
that the different spheres make parallel circles reminding 
parallels latitude the surface globe. The 
rays light diverging from point, are similar meridi- 
ans longitude.

Ruskin says, “In this respect, schools art become high- 
exact proportion the degree which they appre- 
hend and love the beautiful. Thus Fra Angelico, intense- 
loving all spiritual beauty, will the highest rank; 
and Paul Veronese and Correggio, intensely loving phy- 
sical and corporeal beauty, the second rank; and Albert 
Durer, Rubens, and general the Northern artists, ap- 
parently insensible beauty, and caring only for truth, 
whether shapely not, the third rank; and Teniers, 
Salvator Rosa, Caravaggio, and other such worshippers 
the deparved, rank, or, certain order the 
abyss.” This Ruskin’s opinion. judged from the 
point view technique, Teniers would unquestionably 
the highest rank. 

What the pupils see pictures they will readily look 
for literature and music. Show them, for example, the 
spiritual beauty Fra Angelico’s work; the expression- 
less faces and the impossible hands and feet Byzantine 
paintings; the chiaroscuro Leonardo Vinci, the 
minutely finished details the Van Eycks. Point out 
the sculpturesque treatment Michelangelo’s paintings;

course every study should made attractive 
the nature that study permits. But study 
does not have made easy escape being dull. 
There awakening interest the highest 
kind the pupil when has overcome difficul- 
ties and succeeds doing so. the joy vic- 
tory, the joy which find the sports and games 
our schools and colleges. the athletics the 
mind. Every such awakening interest sur- 
mounting difficulties adds the strength the 
pupil’s mind, just well directed physical exercise 
adds the all round strength the body. The 
same true regard exercise the human 
mind, what turns boys and girls intellectually 
into men and women: otherwise they are apt 
grow with boys’ and girls’ minds mens’ and 
womens’ bodies. They never reach maturity. 
freely admit that every effort should made 
the teacher waken interest his pupils; but 
there weakening interest without the act 
attention the part the pupil. There such 
thing act attention without exercise the 
will the pupil. 

“Tf the pupil willing learn and the teacher 
has even moderate skill, then the interest the 
pupil sure awakened. falsity the 
sentimental theory that overlooks the need 
well-directed exercise and vigorous exertion 
the part the pupil essential any progress 
education.”

contention, that make these frills, fads and inci- 
dentals occupy important place the class ex- 
ercise, sacrifice thoroughness and stern mental 
work for the sake interest crime against the 
teaching profession.

and England. clear that the pupils the Am- 
erican high schools are expected, the basis the 
present standard course, read with the same ex- 
penditure time much larger amount than 
required pupils European schools. 


“In the recently developed reform gymnasium 
Germany pupils begin the study Latin from 
years age. Their initial equipment 
much superior that the average American pu- 
pil when begins the study Latin. These Ger- 
man pupils have studied German Grammar carefully 
for the three preceding years, have read selected 
stories from the mythology and heroic legends 
Greece and Rome, have studied modern foreign 
language for three years, and have had year’s 
course Greek and Roman History. Even with 
this initial equipment, pupils devote ten minute- 
periods week during the first year elementary 
Latin, including the reading approximately 
pages easy Latin, before beginning the first clas- 
sical author, which usually Caesar. This more 
then double the time allotted first year Latin 
American ‘high schools. Not until the middle 
his third year has the American pupil spent the 
Latin class-room the same total amount time 
German student has spent before begins his first 
classical author.” 


The Report gives sufficient date show that the 
teachers themselves are almost unanimous their 
opinion that the content the high school courses 
too extensive. This manifests itself especially 
with regard the courses for the first and second 
years, Ninety percent the teachers would read 
considerable easy Latin before taking the first 
Classical author. And nearly fifty percent would 
not begin Caesar until the fourth semester. 

Publishers have already entered the field and are 
beginning flood the market with books for the 
second year Latin. “Bridging the Gap between 
the First Year Latin and Caesar” the slogan 
under which these texts are presented the public. 
Whilst seems beyond question that this im- 
provement yet this alone will not solve the problem 
“Maintaining Standards High School Latin.” 
This movement introduce new and more suitable 
text books into the second year leads more de- 
tailed discussion text books. 

fifth and probably the most important factor 
that has led the deterioration the study La- 
tin the modern text book. This element has been 
operative our school system for long time 
that deserves more careful and critical analysis.

When finally she 
perceives that they are questionable she turns away 
from him with rebuke, “You are naught, you are 
naught; mark the play.” There constant 
being made her “enemies” her mad 
scenes, which Shakespeare puts into her mouth 
the infamous ballad St. Valentine’s Day. Now 
not unjust hold creature? 

“Divided from herself and her fair judgment 

Without the which are pictures mere beasts,” 
responsible for repeating snatches poetry which 
she has heard? There nothing any her own 
expressions that objectionable. Besides must 
remember that Shakespeare’s day was fashion- 
able speak broad terms. 

Probably would well recall, just here, that 
Shakespeare did not originate the plot his play 
and that Belleforest’s version the old tragedy 
the prototype Ophelia courtesan ill fame 
the role spy. Ophelia Shakespeare’s crea- 
tion, but unconsciously the poet has allowed him- 
the original.

OIL CATECHUMENS 
This simply olive oil, and derives its name from its 
being used principally the ceremony Baptism, 
anoint the Catechumens, those who are undergoing 
instructions preparatory being baptized—before the in- 
fusion water changes them from Catechumens Chris- 
tians. the ceremony Baptism, the priest anoints, 
with the Oil Catechumens the form cross, the 
breast the Catechumen, symbolizing that our holy faith 
shield against temptation, and also the back, which 
signifies that must bear patiently the burden this 
life, carrying our Lord carried His. 


HOLY CHRISM 

The word chrism derived from the Greek word 
“chrisma” which means anything “smeared” “spread.” 
its mystical meaning chrism signifies the fullness 
grace, and our Divine Savior pre-eminently the Anointed, 
the Christ, Priest, King and Prophet. ancient times 
all priests, kings and prophets were anointed with oil. The 
Holy Chrism mixture olive oil and balsam balm. 
The balsam kind odoriferous resin, which exudes 
from tree that grows Judea and Arabia. This species 
was always used the West, till the sixteenth century, 
when Popes Paul III. and Pius IV. allowed the use 
bitter kind brought from the West Indies. The Holy 
Chrism used the ceremonies Baptism, unction 
with being made the crown the head the Cate- 
chumen the form cross, denote that has been 
made Christian, and that thereby consecrated 
the service Him who died the Cross. Holy Chrism 
also used the consecration bishop, and 
church, and the blessing chalices, patens, baptismal 
water, and church bells. 


OIL THE SICK 
This holy oil named from its principal use being 
anoint the sick the sacrament Extreme Unction. 
The faithful danger death are anointed with this 
holy oil the five senses give strength the soul 
its conflicts with Satan, and render the soul agile its 
combat with temptation. 


BLESSING THE HOLY OILS 

Bishops only may consecrate the Holy Oils, and this 
solemn ceremony takes place during Mass Holy Thurs- 
day. St. Basil attributes this custom its origin apos- 
tolic tradition. About 490 Pope Leo the Great per- 
manently fixed Holy Thursday the day for the blessing 
the Holy Oils. Barry says: “It was customary among 
the Jews for guests invited banquet anoint them- 
selves with From this may understand why the 
Church consecrates her oils the last week Lent. Two 
spiritual banquets are preparing. Many that were without 
the pale truth are brought into baptism 
during Easter time, and made sit down with the 
children the household the banquet Christ’s holy 
The Holy Ghost, too, getting ready feast 
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sevenfold gifts and twelve precious fruits holiness. For 
the happy guests called these two divine banquets, 
Mother Church prepares the fragrant oils gladness 
wherewith they may anointed.” 

The ceremony the blessing the oils very inter- 
esting and instructive well impressive, and the time 
and manner are indicative the reverence with which 
the Church regards them and requires her children 
treat them with. Besides the sacred ministers necessary 
assist the bishop every solemn Pontificial Mass, there 
must seven subdeacons, seven deacons, and twelve 
priests, each clothed the vestments his order. But 
many subdeacons and deacons are rarely found 
any one diocese the same time, seven priests are vested 
sudeacons, seven other priests are vested deacons, 
and twelve priests vested priests. Just before the Pater 
Noster the Mass the bishop leaves the altar and seats 
himself table placed between the foot the altar 
steps and the communion rail. The table covered with 
white cloth, and has book stand and number 
candles. Seats are placed around facing the altar. The 
Assistant Priest then calls out audible tone Latin, 
“Oil the Sick.” One the subdeacons then carries 
the bishop the vessel containing the Oil the Sick. 
The bishop recites exorcism and prayer over it, which 
constitutes the blessing this oil, which then taken 
back the sacristy. The bishop then continues the Mass 
until has received the ablutions, which time and 
his ministers return the table where being seated the 
Assistant Priest calls, “The Oil for the Holy Chrism,” 
“Oil Catechumens.” subdeacon with processional 
cross, acolyte either side carrying lighted candle, 
and the censorbearer lead the procession and are followed 
the seven subdeacons, the seven deacons, and the 
twelve priests, who the sacristy, where one the 
subdeacons takes the vessel containing the balsam, while 
two the deacons take those containing the 
latter vessels being covered with veils. they return 
the sanctuary they chant appropriate hymn. The 
bishop first blesses the balsam with three prayers, mixing 
the meantime with some the oil that which 
after consecration, the Holy Chrism. The bishop first, 
and then the twelve priests breathe over the vessel oil 
three times the form cross. After this the bishop 
reads exorcism and sings preface, the conclusion 
which puts into the oil the mixture balsam, re- 
citing the same appropriate prayer. next sings 
three times, “Ave Sanctum Chrismum,” raising his voice 
each time, then kisses the lip the vessel, which 
followed the twelve priests, who the foot the 
altar genuflect the Blessed Sacrament, and turning 
toward the vessel oil repeat the same words thrice, 
raising their voices and genuflecting the vessel each 
time. 

The vessel containing the Oil Catechumens then 
presented the bishop. The blessing this oil sim- 
ilar that the Oil Holy Chrism. First the bishop 
and then each the twelve priests breathe thrice over 
the form cross, after which the bishop reads over 
exorcism and prayer. Then the bishop sings thrice 
“Ave Sanctum Oleum,” “Hail Holy Oil” then kisses the 
lip the vessel, after which the same done the 
twelve priests. With this ends the blessing the oils 
which are then carried back the sacristy and the bishop 
then finishes the Mass. 

The Holy Oils are kept metallic bottles and are pre- 
served the Ambry affixed the wall the sanctuary. 
The word “ambry” comes from the French “armoire” 
meaning “safe” “arms-chest.” After the blessing 
Holy Thursday any unused oils the preceding year are 
burned the sanctuary lamp, they are not used 
for any sacrament blessing. 


AGNUS DEI 
This sacramental consists certain discs wax im- 
pressed with the figure lamb, symbolical Lamb 
God, hence its name Agnus Dei. The Pope blesses the 
Agnus Deis stated seasons. The discs wax vary 
form, some being round, others oblong, and are found from 
inch six inches diameter. 


ORIGIN THE AGNUS DEI 
Among the ancient pagan superstitions was the custom 
wearing amulets, the etymology this word being 
derived from the Latin “amolior’ meaning remove.” 
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These amulets were looked upon the pagan having 
the power remove ward off danger, and this was 
course superstition. The early missionaries the Gos- 
pel, seeing that the pagans were deeply attached these 
amulets, sought wean them from these superstitions 
the use this Christian substitute Agnus Deis 
blessed the prayers the Vicar Christ. Through this 
blessing imparted them, and the prayers said over 
them, the Church bids her children use them means 
grace, bringing the divine protection upon those who use 
them spirit faith and charity. Some trace the orig- 
the Agnus Dei far back 820 The Catho- 
lic Dictionary tells that far back 417 D., when 
the Paschal Candle was finally extinguished Ascension 
Day, the people were accustomed procure small por- 
tions what was left, and carried home protec- 
tion against tempests. The majority authors the 
subject agree that was from this custom the people 
that Agnus Dei derived its origin. the tomb the 
Empress Maria Augusta, who died the fourth century, 
wax Agnus Dei was found, that this fact would give 
still greater antiquity. generally accepted that Ag- 
nus Dei had their origin Rome, and where there 
such diversity opinion just when this sacramental 
originated, may safe following the opinion 
Rev. Maurel, S.J. his work entitled, “The Chris- 
tian Instructed the Nature and Use Indulgences,” 
where says, “The rite according which the Roman 
Pontiffs have been accustomed bless and consecrate 
certain figures models wax called Agnus Deis 
great antiquity the Church, and spoken the 
Roman Ordo which the opinion the learned an- 
terior the eighth century.” Father Maurel goes 
explain that the Roman Ceremonial clearly defines the 
matter, form, and prayers employed the conse- 
cration the Agnus Dei, wherein everything has spir- 
itual and sacred signification. 

the present time, and since about the ninth century 
the Popes alone have the power Agnus Dei. 
The Sovereign Pontiff blesses this sacramental the first 
year his pontificate, and every seventh year after. 


TIME AND CEREMONY BLESSING THE 
AGNUS DEI 
Agnus Deis are blessed Wednesday Easter 
eek. 

The Pope first blesses water, after which pours 
balsam and oil into the form cross. 

The Sovereign Pontiff recites number prayers 
and blessings over the wax cakes stamped with the image 
lamb, which wax cakes are previously prepared 
certain monks. 

The cakes wax are then carried with great solem- 
nity silver trays the attendants the Holy Father 
who immerses them the blessed water. 

The attendant prelates lift them out the water, 
and having dried them, put them place prepared for 
their reception, where they remain until the following 
Saturday. 


DISTRIBUTION THE AGNUS DEIS 

Saturday Easter Week, during the Mass the 
Holy Father, subdeacon carries the Agnus Deis the 
altar large silver tray, before the Pope’s Communion. 
After the Agnus Dei the Mass, the Pope puts packet 
Agnus Deis first into the inverted mitres the Cardi- 
nals, who receiving them, kiss the Pope’s hand; next 
the Pope puts packet into the inverted mitres the 
Bishops, who kiss his right knee, and finally gives some 
the Prothonotaries, who prostrate themselves and kiss 
the cross his sandal. 

These Agnus Deis are distributed the Cardinals, 
Bishops and Prothonotaries pious persons all over the 
world, especially religious women, who divide them 
into small portions, and encase them appropriate silk 
leathern heart shaped covers worn the faithful. 
The manner wearing not prescribed condition 
for securing the spiritual benefits attached it. 


SPIRITUAL BENEFITS ATTACHED 
THE WEARING THE AGNUS DEI 
The Sovereign Pontiff blessing the Agnus Deis, im- 
plores God bless, sanctify, and consecrate them 
such way that the faithful who with sincere and lively 
faith piously use them may obtain certain And

blessed, and whatsoever thou shalt sanctify shall sanc- 
how much more should true the Agnus 
Dei, which blessed him who the Head the 
Church, the Vicar Jesus Christ, who His Vicar has 
received from Christ, the plentitude power for binding 
and loosing, for enacting laws and granting privileges. 
Therefore, should anxious avail ourselves the 
spiritual benefits wearing faithfully the Ag- 
nus Dei:

SYMBOLISM AND USE THE AGNUS DEI 

The pure virgin wax which Agnus Deis are made 
denotes the human nature Jesus Christ, through the 
sole operation the Holy Ghost the pure womb 
the Blessed Virgin Mary, and incites the devout wearer 
spotless purity soul and body. The wax and lamb 
are, moreover, chosen emblems the angelic virtue. 

The image the lamb reminds the wearer the 
Lamb God who has said, “Learn because 
meek and humble and this excites the soul 
the practice humility and meekness. 

Indifference the world and distrust and 
its vanities, well contempt its calumnies taught 
the image the Lamb, that dumb before its shearer, 
teaching silence under calumny and persecution. 

The figure the lamb impressed the Agnus Dei 
will serve cheer life’s dark hours, and its 
close, the thought the eternal marriage feast the 
Lamb, which all the elect will satiated with the 
Bread Heaven, God Himself, and refreshed and im- 
mortalized the fountains living water springing 
into eternal life. 


SCAPULARS 

The word “scapular” derived from the Latin word 
“scapula” meaning “shoulder-blade.” The Scapular 
sacramental the Church and consists two pieces 
cloth, one which worn the breast and the other 
the back, with bands strings over the shoulders. 
According very good authority, the Church, the 
present time, has approved eighteen kinds scapulars. 
However shall consider only those that are commonly 
known the “Five Scapulars.”

Scapular the Blessed Trinity. 
Red Scapular the Sacred Passion Our Lord. 
Brown Scapular Mount Carmel. 
Blue Scapular the Immaculate Conception. 
Black Scapular the Seven Dolors. 


SCAPULAR THE BLESSED TRINITY 

The scapular the Blessed Trinity dates back 1190 
when Pope Innocent III. gave St. John Matha and 
the holy hermit Felix, whom God chose found the Or- 
der Trinitarians. St. John Matha was favored with 
vision angel robed white garment which was 
ornamented the shoulder and the breast with cross 
composed two colors red and blue; and before Pope 
Innocent III. approved the rule the Trinitarians, 
also saw similar cross vision. The little scapular 
originated the same time the habit the Trini- 
tarians and has the same signification. 


SIGNIFICATION THE CROSS THIS 
SCAPULAR 


The white represents God the Father. The blue 
purple represents the Second Person the Blessed Trin- 
ity, symbolizing His love, humanity, and royalty. The 
red represents the Holy Ghost, indicating the fiery tongues 
Pentecost, and the ardor the Trinitarians for the 
salvation the souls under the tyranny the Turk, for 
that was one the great objects the institution the 
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Order. The colors also have mystical meaning, chas- 
tity, mortification and charity. 


THE REQUIRED FORM THE SCAPULAR 

This scapular must have the real form scapular, 
that two pieces woolen cloth connected strings. 
One piece rests the breast, the other rests between 
the shoulders. the piece resting the breast there 
must the parti-colored cross; the vertical strip bar 
must red, and the transverse strip must blue 
purple. There obligation have any cross the 
portion resting the shoulders. well note that 
when used with other scapulars, must either the 
first last the group, that the parti-colored cross 
may visible. 


SCAPULAR THE PASSION RED SCAPULAR 
ORIGIN 


the evening the octave St. Vincent Paul 
1846, one the Sisters Charity was favored with 
vision which she saw our Divine Lord holding His 
sacred Hand scalpular red woollen material, the cords 
the scalpular being likewise red. one side the 
scalpular she saw picture Jesus Christ; the foot 
the Cross were the instruments His sacred Passion, 
and around the picture thus represented were the words, 
“Holy Passion our Lord Jesus Christ save the 
other side the scalpular she saw the sacred Hearts 
Jesus and Mary. Above the two hearts, there arose 
Cross great brightness, and above the Cross were these 
words, “Sacred Hearts Jesus and Mary protect us.” 
Our Lord also informed the Sister that scalpular, sim- 
ilar the one she now saw, should given the 
faithful, that His Passion should thus recalled viv- 
idly their minds, and great love His sufferings 
should this way spread among them. another 
occasion our Divine Lord told this Sister that great 
increase faith, hope and charity would given each 
Friday those who wear the scapular. rescript 
June 25, 1847, Pope Pius IX. authorized the priests 
the Mission bless and give the people the scapular 
the Passion. 


FORM THE RED SCAPULAR 

THERE MUST TWO PIECES RED WOOL- 
MATERIAL joined two cords the same mate- 
rial and color, and the two images are essential the 
scapular. Even when united with other scapulars, the 
the cords this one must preserve their color. Among 
all the scapulars this the only one that demands that 
the color the cords the same the color the 
material the principal pieces. 


INDULGENCES THE RED SCAPULAR 
Plenary indulgence, the usual conditions, 
the day receiving the scapular. 

Plenary indulgence every Friday the year, 
under the usual conditions, provided that one meditates 
some time the Passion our Savior.

1848 Pope Pius IX. authorized the Superior General 
the Lazarists delegate his powers the matter 
the scapular all priests, regular and secular, who should 
wish bless and enroll it. 


SCAPULAR OUR LADY MOUNT CARMEL 

The scapular Our Lady Mount Carmel prob- 
ably the oldest scapular, and according tradition, the 
Blessed Virgin gave St. Simon Stock July 16, 1251 
answer the saint’s appeal the Blessed Mother for 
help for his oppressed order. This pious tradition tells 
that the Blessed Virgin holding scapular her hand, 
appeared the saint, and promised give her special 
aid, particularly the hour death those who, 
holy fidelity wore this habit her honor throughout life, 
that they should thereby preserved from hell. This 
privilege declares nothing else than that all those who out 
true veneration and love for the Blessed Virgin con- 
stantly wear the scapular spirit confiding faith 
and love and fidelity, being thereby placed under the spe- 
cial protection the Mother God shall enjoy her spe- 
cial protection the great crisis which shall decide their 
lot for eternity. But one may presumptiously rely 
the scapular miraculous amulet which will secure 
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his salvation spite his sinful life, for such presump- 
tion would make him unworthy the compassionate help 
the Mother Mercy. 


FORM THIS SCAPULAR 
This scalpular should consist two pieces brown 
woolen cloth. There usually image Our Lady 
Mount Carmel attached the woolen piece, but this image 
not prescribed.

Ursula and her community immediately began 
make and distribute these little scapulars, blessed 
priest, which was given the name the “Blue Scap- 
ular the Immaculate Conception.” Pope Clement XI. 
Brief Jan. 30, 1671 expressly granted the faculty 
bless and invest with this scapular. 


FORM THE BLUE SCAPULAR 

The scapular must made two pieces azure blue 
woollen stuff, which may affixed for the purpose 
devotion representation Mary Immaculate. Like that 
the scapular Mount Carmel, worn day and 
night, hanging over the breast and shoulders, such 
manner that the front part extends the breast, and 
the back, the word scapular itself implies.

“Twenty years ago the pupil usually began with 
the Latin grammar and the Latin reader. The gram- 
mar served give the facts pronunciation, ac- 
cent, declension, conjugation, etc., while the reader 
gave parallel exercises illustrative the parts 
grammar assigned from day day. The develop- 
ment naturally followed the arrangement the 
parts the grammar, the pupils were taught 
the five declensions succession, then the adjective, 
pronouns and the four conjugations. During the 
acquisition the forms little attention was 
paid syntax. Only few the indispensable 
principles the most elementary kind were intro- 
duced this stage, such the rule for the the 
predicate noun, apposition, subject, object, agree- 
ment, etc. After the acquisition the forms and 
before the commencement the regular reading 
continuous text, the beginner’s attention was 
directed the elementary syntactical principles 
the language. Here again the grammar was used, 
the basis instruction, and the different con- 
structions studied were accompanied parallel 
illustrative sentences the reader. Like the study the 
forms, the study the syntax followed the order the 
grammar; all the constructions one case were 


treated together and all the case constructions precede the 
constructions mood and tense.

their words. Listening boys 
junior high school with respect 
their articulation, has reached the 
conclusion that most them have 
mumbling habit, and considers 
doubtful they ever have touched 
the roofs their mouths with 
tongues; wherefore exclaims dis- 
gust: babble! they 
like that without correction from 
their teachers, they will carry the 
fault into life.” 

teacher bear mind! Unless 
young people receive correct guidance 
pronunciation from their teachers, 
the greater number will get from 
other source. 

The generality individuals whose 
pronunciation noticeably good ac- 
quire the art while young, when the 
organs speech are supple, and 
easily trained the utterance 
sounds that defy the attempts those 
essaying them for the first time when 
arrived years maturity. Every- 
body has observed that foreigners 
learning English rarely acquire au- 
thentic accent unless they have the 
advantage youth. 

When the chief business the ele- 
mentary schools was with reading, 
writing and arithmetic, reading was 
ticed aloud, and the average school 
there was more likelihood pupils 
acquiring the habit correct pro- 
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nunciation than the case today. 
Even “tots” the primary were 
taught “speak pieces” Friday 
afternoons, the course which 
exercise they had formal practice 
elocution, branch instruction, 
dealing with pronunciation, that now 
many instances reserved for la- 
ter years. The schools present 
lay much stress “silent reading,” 
which has its uses, but which often 
familiarizes young people with the 
printed aspect words that they 
never give themselves the trouble 
learning pronounce, The practice 
“supplementary reading” does the 
same thing. 

Bearing these matters mind, the 
conscientious teacher will endeavor 
adapt means ends with the object 
guarding her young charges against 
slovenly pronunciation far she 
can. 
Headmaster’s Reminiscences. 

Edward Lyttleton, for many years 
headmaster Eton, says that fam- 
ous school the period when en- 
tered it, sixty years ago: 

“The arts all kinds were almost 
ignored, and English literature the 
boys heard scarcely word. Latin 
alone afforded intellectual training. 
Cribbing was universal, friendly boys 
often helping those lesser talents. 
Yet Eton turned out fine sons con- 
spicuous ability, with capacity for 
self-government and devotion the 
school.” 

Writing his experience Trini- 
College, Cambridge, says: 

good deal time was wasted 
learning how work. Short cuts 
knowledge were encouraged the 
narrow requirements the classic 
tripos. There was idea that clas- 
sical honor men could pick history 
and philosophy and literary insight 
their stride—and many managed 
so.” 

One the reflections suggested 
these observations that individuals 
who despair existing educational 
conditions which fall short the ideal 
may gain some comfort from assur- 
ance that conditions much-vaunted 
institutions learning were not al- 
ways ideal the past. Another 
that the mental discipline acquired 
students the classics many in- 
stances imparted momentum which 
carried them into other 
haps third deduction may haz- 
arded. this: That youths who 
rate low students are better off 
later life for having passed impres- 
sionable years amid books and teach- 
ers association with companions 
their own age who were students. 
There certain degree benefit 
merely from “exposure” culture.

Equally certain that 
historians list surrender the tem- 
tations luxury primary symp- 
tom among causes leading the de- 
cay nations. 

This world chance, but the 
eating habits entire people rare- 
undergo sudden revolution. The in- 
habitants Skye and the Hebrides 
are only fraction the population 
conceive all Scotland turning from 
oatmeal porridge think all 
Ireland “cutting out” potatoes, the 
whole population the United States 
south Mason’s and Dixon’s line 
giving “corn pone.”

Few things are 
surer than that there connection 
between moderate eating and main- 
tenance the ideal physical fit- 
ness most consistent with the intellec- 
tual life.

Bad fiction pernicious, and should 
excluded altogether. Good fiction 
form writing which seems 
have taken place once occupied 
epic poetry. Its educational and cul- 
tural influence important. recent 
critic observes: “Ephemeral novels 
scanty merit are condemned, but 
drily written anthropology the 
American Indian less value than 
standard work Dickens.” The 
best Scott and number more 
recent novelists might well accord- 
place list books deserving 
approbation. Many reader has 
gained better understanding 
significant period history from the 
perusal “Quo Vadis.” 


Making due allowance for all that 
may said favor fiction, the 
proportion circulated the New 
York library seems inordinately high. 
Certainly far above the propor- 
tion exhibited the reports public 
libraries general. 

order avoid the mistake 
circulating literary trash public ex- 
pense, why would not good 
rule for public libraries abandon 
the purchase current fiction, while 
carrying liberal supply works 
novelists who have attained the rank 
classics? 


The Diocese Toledo. 


The Diocese Toledo one 
which Catholic education conducted 
not only parish schools and acade- 
mies, and institutional schools, but 
also high schools and colleges, the 
latter operated under the char- 
ter St. John’s University, which 
charge the Jesuit Fathers. The 
Catholic School Journal acknowl- 
edges the receipt the Annual 
School Report the Diocese To- 
ledo for the Scholastic Year Ending 
June 30, 1925. 

Rev. Francis Macelwane Su- 
perintendent and Rev. Norbert 
Schumaker Assistant Superintendent. 
The number parish elementary 
schools 95, and other elementary 
schools with 464 teaching Sisters 
and lay teachers, the total number 
pupils being 22,088. There are 


four-year high schools, three-year 
and two-year high schools and 
one-year high schools, with 139 teach- 
ers and 2,571 pupils. The colleges 
are St. John’s College for Men, Mary 
Manse College for Women, and the 
Teachers’ College. The Teachers’ Col- 
lege conducts correspondence 
course. The total enrollment all 
the college sessions reached 646, mak- 
ing allowance for duplications. 
With such allowance, the total enroll- 
ment was 451. Steady expansion 
indicated comparison the sta- 
tistics attendance for several years. 
The high school enrollment shows 
increase 367 students since 1923-4. 
The total enrollment all the 
schools the diocese shows in- 
crease 845 students during the last 
fiscal year and 2,685 since 1922-3. 

During the past year 1270 pupils en- 
tered the Catholic schools from the 
public schools, while 1189 left the 
Catholic system enter the public 
schools. Besides this number there 
were 269 who left the Catholic 
schools but whose ultimate destina- 
tion could not learned. this 
subject the Report says: 

“It possible that the greater num- 
ber these found their way into the 
public schools. reckon half the 
number entering the public schools, 
have loss the public schools 
during the past year 1323. This 
about 100 more than last year. The 
total number children exchanged 
between the two school systems dur- 
ing the past year was 2593, over 
per cent, the total enrollment. 
obvious that this number too 
large for the good the system.” 


observed that these facts 
“point the need close co-opera- 
tion between the Catholic and public 
school systems matters curricu- 
lum.” Recognizing the fact that mod- 
ern conditions require knowledge 
science both from practical and 
cultural standpoint, science was intro- 
duced during the past year the 
eighth grade all schools not teach- 
ing agriculture. Agriculture was made 
obligatory for all rural and village 
schools, and was placed the list 
subjects which semester examina- 
tions are given. Teachers throughout 
the diocese reported that great deal 
interest was shown the pupils 
both agriculture and science. 
order enrich the curriculum the 
lower grades, weekly lessons Citi- 
zenship, Hygiene and Nature Study 
were prepared and sent each 
school the diocese. The Citizen- 
ship course included lessons Civic 
Duties, Courtesy, Safety and Thrift, 
not taught formal subjects, but fur- 
nishing material for reading, oral 
composition and drawing. course 
teaching Nature Study, for teachers 
service who felt need addition- 
preparation this subject, was 
given the Teachers’ College sum- 
mer session 1925. 

Courses the administration 
standardized tests have been given 
the Teachers’ College for the past 
three years. Standardized educational 
and intelligence tests were prescribed 
for all grades during 1924-5, and the 
results have been found very helpful 
the teachers.

Catholic high schools continue their 
education colleges and other insti- 
tutions, revealed survey just 
made the Bureau Education 
the National Catholic Welfare Con- 
ference. 

The percentage Catholic high 
school graduates thus continuing their 
studies 11.1 higher than that the 
public schools, comparison shows. 

According the findings, 55.5 per 
cent. the graduates take addi- 
tional schooling. Figures compiled 
the United States Bureau Educa- 
tion show that 44.4 per cent. the 
public school graduates continue their 
education. 

both the classification for girls 
and that boys, the Catholic schools 
make substantially better showing 
than the public schools. 
seven per cent. the Catholic boy 
graduates continue, while the public 
school figure per cent. the 
case the girls, the Catholic schools 
show per cent. while the public 
schools have 

the Catholic boys, the 
Bureau finds that per cent. en- 
ter college and per cent. enter other 
institutions, such business, normal 
professional schools. The public 
school boy graduates divide into 
per cent. the colleges and per 
cent. other institutions, thus leav- 
ing the Catholic schools ahead 
both divisions. 


the per cent. the Catholic 
girl graduates continuing their school- 
ing, per cent, college, while 
the public high schools send 25.9 per 
cent. This the one item which 
the public schools exceed the Cath- 
olic. other institutions the Cath- 
olic high schools send per cent. 
their girl graduates while the public 
schools send only per cent. 

for the total number gradu- 
ates—both boys and girls—who enter 
college, the Catholic schools lead 
4.5 per cent., their figure standing 
35.5 per cent. Twenty per cent. all 
graduates Catholic high schools 
institutions learning other than 
colleges, against per cent. all 
public high school graduates.
